ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Dec. 13.—Cana- 
dian troops of the Eighth Army captured heights command- 
ing the town of Ortono, thus threatening to roll up German 
defences on a 15-mile front from the Adriatic to the 8,000- 
foot Maiella mountains, it was announced today. 

The Canadians, with United Kingdom, New Zealand 
and Indian troops on their left, drove forward against 
fiercely-resisting enemy forces to bring Montgomery’s 
army within 10 miles of the key Adriatic town of Pescara, 
prime immediate objective. 

(According to the Morocco radio, heard in London, Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery had launched a general offen- 
sive toward Pescara and Chieti, highway junction which lies
